“THE FIRST TELEPHONE

J. H. Zerbey Bays It Was Used Before
the Civil War at Gordon Planes,
George B. Roberts One of the

inventors—A New Story

By GEORGE NOX McCAIN
H. ZERBEY tells me n moat interesting

» and unusual story thnt deserves to be
embalmed In a history of the telephone.

Mr, Zerbey, be it known, i publisher of
Hse virile ahd progressive Pottsville Repub-
can, :

He Is former president of the Pennsylva-
nia State Editorial Association and at pres-
ent Is chairman of ita Executive Committes,

All his life he has been identified with
the Schuylkill region. He is familiar with
every plfﬂ of its history and development
and the lives of men of affairs wha helped
to make it, or have gone out from it.

The recital which friend Zerbey gave me
eame to him at first hand.

The man who first used a telephone—in-
:’nnﬁd it rather—gave the facts years ago
o him,

Unfortunately, no step was ever taken to
prove priority of right to the invention, and
now both principals hgve passed away.

A. WILDER, who died years ago, was

s for many years superintendent of the
Mine Hill and New York Railrond, after-
ward known as the Mine Hill division of
the Rendinr.

It was Mr., Wilder who gave Mr. Zerbey
the facts in the case.

There were ten years in the life of the
late George B, berts, president of the
Pennsylvania Rallroad, which were spent
in the construction and management of other
railronds, although he began his career as a
rodman in 1831 on the Pennsylvania.

In that perlod, or up until 1862, he alded
In the building and management of the Sun=-
bury and Erle, Allentown and Auburn,
i‘iln mnoy and Broand Mountain and other

nes,

According to Mr, Wilder, ns related to
I'ublisher Zerbey, it was during this inter=
vl that Roberts was connected with the
Mine Hill and New York Itailroad for a
time,

T GORDON PLANES two inclines were

built by Roberts.

There was great difficulty In signaling
hetween the top and the bottom of the planes
for the movement of the conl cars.

A signal was at last perfected by a con-
trivance which Wilder, according to his
statement to Mr, Zerbey, rigged up with the
nsslstaney of Roberts and by weuns of which
they were oble to communicute by the spoken
word up and down the entire length of the
Gordon Planes,

. No details of the workings of the primi-
tive telephone or its operation were given
by Mr. Wilder.

Whether or not there was an electric con-
nection, or whether it was merely a crude
affaiv after the fashion of the toy Instru-
ments that are sold nowadnys for the pmuse-
ment of children 18 not known,

Whatever it was, {ts principle, Mr, Zerbey
knys, was that of the telephone, and deserves
to be recognized as one of the first coses of
transmission of the human voice by wire,

EORGE B. ROBERTS, of all the presi-
dents of the Pennsylvanin Railroad, had
perhaps the most rapid advancement,
In 1851 he obtained a position as rod-
maon on an englneering corps of the Menn-
syivamia Railroad.

Some time after he was offered the position
of nssistunt engineer of the Philadelphia and
Erie Ruilrond, then under eonstruction.

He accepted it and in the gucceeding ten
vears was engaged In the locatlon and con-
struction of ronds in Pennsylvania and New
Jersey,

UST eleven yenrs from the time he

entered the employ of the Pennsylvania
us rodman he was mude first assistant to
tha president,

It was J. Edgar Thomson who had the
foresight to make this selection,

Seventeen years from the time he beeame

On Young Men's Dutles and Chances In
Politics

HE young man owes It always as a duty

to his ecommunity, State and country
